Chief Goff stated that he had heared about these accusstions from "re- 
liable sources" and that he denies that he ever spent the Town's money '"reck- 
lessly", that these same men who-accused -him-of using up-the town's money, 
IoEe spending it recklessly, were the very ones who had no Police spirit, 
that when they had been called to help out in a situation, the Town was 
charged for it, that many times certain situations arose whereby he was asked 
to help out and he never charged for his servicese 


The Chief then asked the Board if he was to be considered head of the Police 
Force and also the one to issue orders. Board informed him he was to be 
considered head of the VYepartment and the one to issue orders.

Director continued by saying that he had 
attended several meetings on Civil Defense, most of these meetings occur dur- 
ing his working hours, and he feels that the job of a Civil Defense Director 
should be given to some one who is retired.

Mr. Hosmer stated that the Board of Selectmen has a right to award bids to 
any bidder-or to reject said bids. ("Ad" in Worcester paper read to accept 
or reject). Mr. Viola conceded this. Mr. Hill stated he feels the award- 
ing of a contract shouldn't be given to just one person or Company-that 
others should: also be given a chance.
